Rescue Team Answers Call

Team left their homes at 3 a.m. Saturday morning to aid 
the Riverside County Sheriffs in finding a Palm Springs 
man missing for three days 
and nights In the rugged 
east-slope country of Mt. 

San Jacinto. With them were

station. He was tired and 
hungry but otherwise un¬ 
harmed. The manager of the 
Tramway, which was to of¬ 
ficially open in an hour and 
which special celebrities had 
paid a thousand dollars to 
ride the first ears on its in¬ 
augural trip Thursday, 
looked rather gloomily at 
the crowd of "freeloaders” 
in the car but decided to let 
the men ride to the top and 
back. Sierra Madreans in¬ 
cluded in the group were 
Ray Lorrenzini, Charles 
Kassler, Larry Twedell, Bill 
Wark and Ray Smith of the 
Altadena Mountaineers. 

Like a spider following its 
web, the colorful cable car 
lifted the men above deep 
canyons of extremely rug¬ 
ged mountain terrain — a 
rock climbers paradise, and 
beautiful desert views with 
the Salton Sea clearly 
visible in the distance. In 15 
minutes, the men were lifted 
from the desert heat to the 
cool pine-scented air at 8,516 
feet. Murray was waiting at 
the top. He said that he 
wasn’t lost, but was just a 
slow hiker, that walked only 
a short time in the mornings 
and when the heat became 
unbearable, he would lay 
down in the shade and then 
travel a bit in the evening. 
The men were allowed 15 
minutes to tour the upper 
lodge before returning. 

Meanwhile, Harkness, 
Colbert, Anthony and Doug¬ 
las who were struggling up 
the broiling slopes with 
Tuffy and Hezekiah panting 
in the lead, were called back 
via walkie-talkie to Base 
Camp on the desert floor 
where they were given much 
sympathy for missing the 
thrilling ride on the cable 
car to the sky.

Gerrald W. Murray, 59, of 
2097 Berne Drive left early 
Wednesday morning to hike 
the Skyline Trail from Palm 
Springs to Round Valley. He 
carried only enough food to 
last one day and a small 
canteen of water. When he 
failed to return by Friday, 
the Riverside County Rescue 
United and the Palm 
Springs Mounted Police 
were launched into the 
search. That night the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Search and Rescue 
Team received a call from 
Riverside County Sheriff, L. 
N. Hall, requesting aid of 
the bloodhounds and all the 
men they could get to aid in 
the search. Base Camp was 
set up at the new Aerial 
Tramway Road just north of 
Palm Springs. 

Miner Harkness and Don¬ 
ald Colbert, owners of the 
bloodhounds, with Lester 
Anthony and Dave Douglas 
assisting were taken to the 
start of the trail where the 
keen scented dogs soon 
picked up the scent and 
started upwards. It was al¬ 
ready very warm and the 
sun was rising above the 
desert hills. Meanwhile, the 
rest of the members of the 
Team were taken to the 
base of the new 7.7 million 
dollar Palm Springs Aerial 
Tramway. They intended to 
start at the top and with 
ropes and pitons fan out 
across and down the can¬ 
yons. Just as the men had 
entered the cable car, word 
was received that Murray 
had stumbled into the upper 


Dr. Max Rafferty, speaking informally at a garden 
party in his honor given by the Citizens for Educational 
Responsibility at the Sam Kellogg home, thanked the par¬ 
ents of this area for their 
grass roots work in electing 
him to the post of State Su¬ 
perintendent of Public In¬ 
struction. His election was 
by the largest number of 
votes ever given a non¬ 
partisan candidate for pub¬ 
lic office in the history of 
our country. He stated that 
his campaign was backed 
by no pressure groups, big 
organizations, or unions, but 
was the work of individual 
citizens distressed by the 
trend over the years of pro- 
grcr.sive education and who 
are demanding a return to 
educational fundamentals. 

Dr. Rafferty claimed that 
an educational revolution 
was being witnessed in the 
state of California after 30 
years of experimentation 
with progressive education. 

This revolution is “export¬ 
able” and capacity audi¬ 
ences listening to him in 
other states Indicated their 
approval of a return to the 
three Rs. 

In answer to a question 
posed by a Monrovian, ask¬ 
ing Dr. Rafferty to comment 
on the past action of the 
“lame duck” Monrovia 
School Board whereby they 
extended the Superintend¬ 
ent’s contract for another 
four years, the State Super¬ 
intendent of Public Instruc¬ 
tion replied: “This action is 
highly irregular and unethi¬ 
cal. . . . The majority of 
school administrators would 
agree with me that their 
services should not be forced 
upon the people.” Rafferty 
continued that if teachers in 
general wish to be consid¬ 
ered members of a profes¬ 
sional group then they must

not force their labors upon 
unwilling citizens. 

Rafferty cited as an ex¬ 
ample the fact that doctors 
do not force their services 
upon unwilling patients, and 
concluded by stating that a 
local Superintendent should 
meet with a newly elected 
majority of a school board, 
compare his educational 
philosophy with theirs, and, 
if the two do not agree, the 
Superintendent should then 
ask for enough time to ob¬ 
tain another position and 
tender his resignation. 

Dr. Rafferty was enthusi¬ 
astically applauded by over 
200 guests.
